TORONTO, March 28.—(CP)—Sun spots played hob with com- 
munication systems throughout Canada today in what some experts 
said were the worst such disturbances in the experience of electrical 
science, 

Wire traffic of news services, telephone, telegraph and wireless 
companies was hit hard as the ubiquitous electrons from the spots en- 
tered the earth's atmosphere to set up electro-magnetic disturbances 
that jumbled letters in transmission and prevented long-distance tele- 
phone communications in some sections. Some radio circuits were 
jammed with static.

New Price on Hogs 
Means §2 to Farmer 


OTTAWA, March 28—(CP)—Food 
authorities said yesterday that the 
new price being set for hogs in 
the proposed food contracts with 
Britain means an increased profit 
for the Canadian hog producers of 
$2 a head for this year and next. 

In announcing the contract in 
the Commons Tuesday, Agriculture 
Minister Gardiner said the price 
for the remainder of 1946 and for 
1947 would be raised to $25 per 100 
pounds FOB seaboard for grade 
“A” Wiltshires, while for 1948 the 
price will be not less than the cur- 
rent contract price of $22.50, same 
basis, and will be subject to later 
review. 

SPOKESMEN SAID the new 
price means an increase of ap- 
proximately $3 a hog. However, 
the premium established in 1944 of 
$3 on grade “A” and $2 on grade 
“B” will be reduced by $1 in each 
case, This will provide a net in- 
crease of $2 a hog in price and 
premium combined, 

The contract will provide for the 
shipment of a minimum of 350,000,- 
000 pounds in 1947 and. 400,000,000 
pounds in 1948. Shipments this 
year are expected to be around 
425,000,000 pounds against 450,000,- 
000 pounds last year. The decline 
results from the lower Canadian 
hog production.

AT THE MORNING court session 
Crown Prosecutor Lee Kelley sub- 
mitted the evidence and called on 
two shorthand reporters to identify 
Lunan as the man who gave it. 

Mr. Kelley told reporters after 
the morning adjournment that he 
would rest his case in the pre 
liminary inquiry stage on this evi- 
dence alone. 

Whether it will have to be read 
into the record was not immediately 
clear, Mr. Kelley said. 


HE HAD ASKED the magistrate 
to keep parts of it from the public, 
a request to which defence counsel 
took objection. 

The magistrate listened to invol- 
ved legal argument by Mr. Kelley 
and H. L. Cartwright, counsel for 
Lunan—30-year-old §Scottish-born 
alleged “head” of a group of agents 
—before announcing his decision. 

Objections to evidence given be- 
fore a commission being used in a 
preliminary hearing were “over- 
come” by the testimony of the two 
shorthand reporters who had taken 
it, said Magistrate Strike, 

“AS FAR AS | could determine,” 
he said, “there was no intimida- 
tion” of Lunan by police after he 
was detained Feb. 15. 

Lunan appeared as a witness to 
give evidence on his arrest and the 
method in which evidence was 
taken before the royal commission. 
He said he had not been given any 
warning and had been examined by 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
before he was taken before the 
commission. 

LUNAN SAID THAT while he 
was held at Rockcliffe RCMP bar- 
racks he was told by guards that 
suicide attempts had been made by 
some others who were under deten- 
tion. He was deprived of his razor 
and told to keep away from win- 
dows. A lower window was nailed 
shut and there were bright lights 
kept burning in the room. 

“This was part and parcel of what 
was clearly to me a method of psy- 
chological torture,” he said. 

LUNAN said that on his return 
from England by plane, he had} 
landed at Dorval airport and a man} 
who identified himself as an RCMP 
officer “showed me what he said 
was a warrant and said ‘You are 
in custody.” 

From Dorval he was brought to 
the RCMP barracks in suburban 
Rockcliffe. He had been given no 
chance to tell his wife of his arrival 
although she was expecting him. 

IN THE BARRACKS he was put 
in a dormitory “with many beds.” 
The only other occupant was a 
guard who stayed with him “day 
and night” for the two weeks ne 
was there. 

During his detention at Rock- 
cliffe he lost track of time and 
dates but thought it was in the 
second week that he was taken be- 
fore the commission. Before that 
he had been questioned by Inspec- 
tor Harvison of the RCMP “per- 
haps a half-dozen times.” He said 
he was not warned and was given 
no opportunity to get counsel. 

Before the commission he 
brought up the question of his 
civil rights and was told his appear- 
ance there had nothing to do with 
any charges or accusations which 
might be made against him. 

QUESTIONED by Mr. Kelley, 
Lunan said he had received “no 
direct threats” from the police, but 
“from the highly vindictive atti- 
tude of the police, I could construe 
it as a threat.” 

Inspector Harvison had “induced 
me very strongly” to acknowledge 
certain things produced in the form 
of documents or statements. 

Mr. Kelley asked if he considered 
the rights as manifesting third de- 
gree methods. 

“I consider them part and parcel 
of a methodical form of psychologi- 
eal torture.”

A warning has been issued by the Hon. 
Ian Mackenzie that veterans who expect to

This warning is timely because Canadian 
universities are crowded now and will likely 
be even more crowded next term, Mr. Mac- 
kenzie’s interest in the matter, then, is com- 
mendable.

The increase of $2 per head in the selling 
price of hogs may or may not bring hog pro- 
duction in Canada back to the peak level of 
two years ago, At the present prices of grain 
that is doubtful, though there is agreement

The value of the new contracts made 
with Britain is not measured solely by this 
price increase, Of equal, and perhaps more, 
importance is the fact that a market is 
guaranteed for three years at prices not low- 
er than the present figures, and which will 
possibly be higher in 1948, * 

Had these orders not been placed the 
Canadian farmer would have to produce 
hogs, beef cattle, eggs, milk, mutton, on 
chance that somewhere in the world buyers 
could be found who would take the surpluses 
and pay him prices high enough to yield a 
profit. Instead, he can now produce to fill 
a definite long-range demand, at fixed and 
known prices, 

Britain wants more bacon this year than 
there is any chance Canada can supply; 
350,000,000 pounds in 1947, and 400,000,000 
pounds in 1948, It will require all the beef 
and mutton Canada can spare this year, and 
probably all that can be spared in the two 
following years. The call is for 1,700,000 
cases of shell eggs and 5,000 tons of dried 


eggs next year. The cheese gontract will run | 


to the end of March, 1938, at the rate of 
125,000,000 pounds per year. Six hundred 
thousand cases of evaporated milk are want- 
ed in each of two years starting with the end 
of the present month.

May Subsidize Pay | 
Of Farm Workers 


By CHESTER BLOOM 
Edmonton Bulletin Ottawa Bureau | 
OTTAWA, March 28.—The Dom- 

inion cabinet has before it a pro-| 
posal to partially subsidize wages 
of farm workers in order to deal! 
with the present steep decline in| 
agricultural labor available on the| 
farms. This disinclination to take} 
up farm work is held to be respons- | 
ible for an alarming decrease in 
agricultural production, 

AT PRESENT, wages of farm 
hands run as high as $100 a month 
and most farmers are unable to 
hire the help they require. The 
proposal under consideration only, 
no decision reached as yet, would 
be to have the government add $5 
or $10 per month above a certain 
minimum to the wages of hired 
farm workers. 

Labor department figures show 
some 250,000 unemployed persons 
in urban centres while farmers 
across the country are clamoring 
for help. The labor department) 
survey shows 170,000 men quit farm 
work between June 1, 1939 and 
July 1, 1943, to go into war work, 
Most are still remaining in the 
towns hoping for industrial em- 
ployment,
